DETAILS; AT IVASHINGTOM. D. Q. 


The following investigation vms conducted by Special 
Agent JOHN P, BUSCHES. 

Mrs. MARIE 'D. EODi}s|iBERI, Mr Force Scientific Ad- 
visory Board, Room 4G340, Penjtagoni has attempted to trace 
the results of any security iinvestigation conducted at the 
request of the Advisory Board;! by the Air Force Provost Mar- 
shalls Office concerning V^ILLl Ait PSSL and ETHEL GREEMBBRG, 

She indicated that in 1947, wnen the request for this secur- 
ity clearance investigation vms made, the Office of Special 
Investigations (OSI) of the Aflr Force did not exist; and 
that during that oeriod, such investigations were conducted 
by the Army through the Counterintelligence Corps, the files" 
of vfnich were subsequently tupned over to the office of Colonel 
GILLETTE, Bolling Fieldo It has been previously noted that 
advice has been received from Colonel GILLETTE that his office, 
the Air Provost Marfshal’s Office, has no records relating to 
PERL or GRBE^5BSRG. 

- ■ Mrs. RODDBWBBRT recalled that several months after 
the original request for security clearance for PERL and GPtEEI'?- 
BSRG, those two individuals ceased to be of interest to the 
Air Force Scientific Group in that they terminated their serv- 
ices from the staff of Or. yOJt KARMAN at Columbia University 
in Nev/ York. 

Mrs. RODDENBEHY conqluded that the possibility 
exists that before the requested investigation could be 
started it had been rendered ujnnecessary by such termination 
of employment, and that no investigation in fact might have 
been conducted. 

The office of Captain HALLAHAK, Air Provost Marshal’ s 
Office, United States Air Force, contained no reference in the 
central files relating to PERL or GREBKBERG. 

! Captain PAUL C. Executive Officer, Security 

Section, Military District of Washington, advised that there 
are no references to PERL or GRESKBERG in the central files 
of that organization* 
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Miss ETHNA WHITE, Secretary to ANDREW HALEY, advised 
that in 1946 she was Mr. HALlEy’s secretary and personally re- 
called having been in correspondency with WILLIAM! PERL of New 
York or Cleveland, She examined her files vrhich produced a 
hand-v?ritten letter dated May 21, 1946, bearing the return 
address of Box 59 > Pupin Laboratory, Columbia University, New 
York 27, New York, signed WIpLIAM MRL, This letter generally 
dealt with the fact that Dr, VON KARMAN had given PERL the use 
of his sister’s car, and that the subject Mas desirous of pro- 
curing 1946 license tags for this car, PERL indicated that he 
had been advised by LILLIAN #RlGKER, also of VON KAW^^^ 
staff in New York, that HALEY had power of attorney on behalf 
of VON KARMAN and his sister. In the letter PERL indicated 
he v/as leaving Hew York for Cleveland the weekend of May 29, 
1946. Miss VJHITE advised thyt she had no additional infomna- 
tion or correspondence conceifning PERL, and that she was con- 
fident that Mr. HALEY was not personally acquainted with the 
latter. 

The follov/ing investigation was conducted by the 

writer. 

Miss ETHNA WHITE noted that in her reply to the 
aforementioned letter of PERL’s she had indicated that Mr. 

HALEY would be unable to assi|st him due to the fact that 
he did not have a power of attorney for JOSEPHINE de KARMAN, 
in whose name the car was registered. 

' Mr. ANDREW HALEY, 1010 Connecticut Avenue, N.W,, 
Washington, D. C., advised thpt he had no personal knowledge 
of ’WILLIAM PERL, and was not Acquainted v/ith the extent of 
his relationship with Dr. VON KARMAN, 

Mr. ADDISON ROTHROCK, Assistant Director for Research, 
(Aircraft Propulsion), National Advisory Committee for Aero- 
nautics, advised that he had been generally acquainted with 
PERL as a member of the staff at Langley Field Laboratory, 
but that he later, at Clevelatid, became somewhat better ac- 
quainted xirith PERL and his vroPk, Mr, ROTHROCK advised that 
the NACA did not have access tc Atomic Energy Commission 
data until 1946; and that subsequent to such data being made 
available, a rule was put into effect that all classified in- 
formation and material from the Commission should be treated 
in the utmost confidence and "hand-travelled" . 



To the best of ROTHROCK’s knowledge, PERL did not 
have access to classified information concerning the appli- 
cation of nuclear energy to aircraft, although he quite pos- 
sibly did have general knowledge of the fact that there was 
work being conducted in this field as it was rather widely 
known that the successful application of nuclear energy to 
aircraft was of great importance. PERL* s actual duties did 
not reouire that he be shown ioradyised of any information 
of a highly classified naturd, and any such classified ma- 
terial as might have come to PERL*s attention was strictly 
withoxit the knowledge of Mr* EOTHROGK. Mr. ROTHROCK had 
no personal knowledge of PERL*s having visited the Oak Ridge 
Laboratory, 


Mr. CLIirrOK H. DEARBORN, Technical Consultant, ‘ 
National Advisory Committee fior Aeronautics, advised that 
PERL had worked under his general though not direct super- 
vision from around 1939 or 19^0 at Langley Field, and that 
he had also subsequently knox^ of PERL during the latter’s 
tenure of employment at Cleveland* He advised, hoxvever,^ 
that he was not well acquainted personally or socially with 
PERL; and that even during thje period of the latter’s work 
at -Langley Field, DEARBORN had only periodically been his 
superior. He described PERL as a good technical aerodynamist 
who had originally been engaged in maintenance work on the 
experimental tunnels at Langlfe^'^ Field; later xvorking on the 
full scale tunnel, PERL was described as a hard-working, 
quiet individual who appeared to wish to work by himself, 
and he had never given any indication of any questionable 
conduct or activity. - 


Mr. DEARBORN stated that he had never been ap- 
proached in behalf of JULIUS ROSENBERG or MORTON SOBELL 
by PERL or any other individual; and that he, DEARBORN, 
had no knox^ledge of ROSENBERG ^s or SOBELL* s ever desiring 
or attempting to obtain anployment at the Langley Field 
Laboratory, and that he himseff had never seen ROSENBERG 
or SOBELL and knew nothing concerning them. 


•Mr. ROBERT L. BELL, Security Officer, National 
Advisory Committee for Aeronaxittics, F Street, N.W. , 

advised that he had available a copy of correspondence 
from the Civil Service Commission captioned Civil Service

Commission Register. Fourth District, Junior Engineer (Aero) 
Register ^10^2^ 2 ^ dated October 2C, 1940, wherein among 
the listed^eligiSles for employment was noted the name JULIUS 
ROSENBERG, 1935 Biltmore Street, C. A 

reply dated November 13, 1940, from Langley Field Laboratory 
to the National Advisory Goiiiiiaittee for Aeronautics Headquarters 
had a statement beside the nhme of ROSENBERG ”did not communi- 
cate with this eligible. This ofl^ice is in agreement with 
Mr. ULMER* s recommendation,” Mr. BELL advised that this ap- 
parently referred to RALPH UtMER, Budget Officer of the Na- 
tional Advisory Committee for Aeronautics, who was, in 1940, 
assistant to the Executive Secretary, Mr, BILL stated that 
ULMER had been questioned coijicerniitg this matter but was un- 
able to recall anything concerning it or having been acquainted 
with JULIUS ROSENBERG or having given any favorable or adverse

Mr. BELL also made available a subsequent Civil 
Service Commission^Register, Fourth District, dated Febru-

JULIUS ROSENBERG^ 142 GoerecK Street, New York City, Mr, 

BELL had no additional inforniation in his file concerning 
this latter register, but stated that the Langley Field 
Laboratory had advised him that ROSENBERG had been contacted 
pursuant thereto and questionted as to his availability for 
employment. However, due to ROSENBERG* s , status as an em- 
ployee with the Signal Corps, he was not subsequently hired 
by the National Advisory Committee for Aeronautics. 


The files of the Passport Division, Department of 
State, revealed that li?ILLIAM PERL, born October 1, 1918, New 
York City, filed application February 21, 1951, at the New
